The Indiana Retail Merchant’s As­ 
so ciatio n to which many o f the business 
men belo ng, has finally dev o lv ed upo n 
a new rating sy stem, similar to Dunn 
and Bradstreet’s and o ther well kno wn 
co mmercial agencies, but instead o f rat­ 
ing business ho uses aud tho se in busi­ 
ness, ev ery iv erso n who has asked fo r re­ 
tail credit will be rated. The asso ciatio n 
has a membership o f o v er 7 ,200 mer­ 
chants, ami is represented in nearly o ne 
hundred o f .the to wus aud cities o f the 
state, but since the new plan has been 
Anno unced, the membership is increas­ 
ing iu jumps, and at the present rate, 
so o n there will no t be a city , to wn, v il­ 
lage o r hamlet in the entire state which 
will no t be co v ered bv the asso ciatio n. 
Ev ery perso n in Indiana will be rat« d 
in the co mpany 's bo o ks. 
They wdl be 
rated acco rding to a graded 
scale. 
Tho se who pav hills pro mptly will lie 
preferred custo mers; o ther classes will 
be tho se who run large bills but ev ident- 
nally pay , custo mers who pay , bnt are 
alway s disputing bills; casto mers who 
jiay after being “ dunned” co nstantly ; 
and last o f all dead beats. 
The peo ple 
are to be classified in each a manner so 
that when a new family co mes to to wn, 
and asks fo r credit, the merchant has 
* ml? to to rn to the little bo o k and see 
whether o r no t he wants him fo r a 
custo mer.

Admiral Do ibaseff, the head 
of the technical Imara ot the adm iralty 
and other Russian naval authorities 
recently have taken tne position that 
peace was desirable until a naval re­ 
construction could be com pleted. This 
appears to have stim ulated Japan ’s 
diplom ats to consider m eans of avoid­ 
ing a peace that won Id be equivalent 
to no more than a truce, during which 
Russia would have tim e to forge an 
effective weapon, and therefore the 
intim ation is now given that lim itation 
of Russian naval arm am ent may figure 
as a m eans of insuring a prolonged 
peace In the Orient. 
Concerning the recent prelim inary

Bomb Throwers Get In Their Work at 


Warsaw. 
W arsaw. M arch 27.— A bomb was 
throw n Into the carriage of Baron Von 
Nolken. chief of police of W arsaw , at 
8 o’clock Sunday evening. 
The baron 
was fatally wounded. 
The attack on Baron Von Nolken 
was the result of an elaborate conspir 
acy of the revolutionary party . 
Short­ 
ly before 8 o’clock last night an ele­ 
gantly dressed man went to the police 
station at Praga, a large suburb of 
W arsaw , on the other side of the Vis 
tula, and threw a bomb into a room of 
the station, wounding seven persons, 
tw o of them dangerously . 
The man 
started to run away , but was caught by 
the captain of the station. 
He was 
found to be a Jew. hut his identity has 
not y et been discovered. 
A telephone 
m essage 
was 
im m ediately 
sent 
to 
Baron Von Nolken at the city hall In­ 
form ing him of the outrage. 
Baron 
Von Nolken. accom panied by a police 
official, took a carriage and started im­ 
m ediately for Praga. 
W hen passing 
the castle w here the governor general 
resides a man standing on the pave­ 
m ent threw a bomb at the carriage. 
Baron Von Nolken. who was sitting on 
the side nearest the assailant, received 
the full charge of the bomb, while his 
com panion 
escaped 
unhurt. 
The 
coachm an was throw n from the box 
and the carriage was sm ashed. 
Von 
Nolken was removed to the city hall 
and 
doctor* 
were 
summoned, 
who 
found he had received injuries on the 
head, neck, arm and teg, from which 
It is thought he cannot recover 
M eanwhile the pedice official accom ­ 
pany ing Baron Von Nolken saw the 
bom b-thrower and pursued and caught 
up with him, but the crim inal proved 
ths stronger and tore him self away .

Dr. Washington Gladden, pastor of the 
First Congregational church of Col­ 
umbus and moderator of the general 
council of Congregational churches of 
the United Sta tes, in a sermon deliv­ 
ered Sunday morning, discussed the 
gift of $100,000 made by J ohn D. Rock 
efeller to the American board of mis 
sions. 
He said: 
“ The money proffered to our board 
of missions comes out of a colossal 
esta te whose foundations were laid in 
the most relentless rapacity known to 
modern commercial history. 
The suc­ 
cess of this business from the begin 
ning until now has been largely due 
to unlawful and outrageous manipula 
tion of railw-av rates. 
“ The United Sta tes government is 
now engaged in a strenuous attempt to 
ferret out and punish this injustice. 
And the people of the United Sta tes 
have a tremendous 
battle on their 
hands with the corporate greed whUh 
has intrenched itself in this strong 
hold, and has learned to use the rail 
ways for the oppression and spoliation 
of the people. 
“ And now. on the eve of this battle, 
they are asked to accept a great gift 
of money from the man who more com 
pletely than any other represents the 
system they are summoned to fight. 
“ I hope they are not mean enough to 
take his money and then turn around 
and fight him. 
I hope they are not so 
fa ithless to their obligations as to take 
his money and shut their mouths or 
become his apologists. 
“ W e do not want this man’s money.

Carbon. Ind . March 27.—Fire caused 
by a spark from a locomotive wiped 
out the business section of Carbon and 
destroyed over fifty residences, involv­ 
ing a total loss which is estimated at 
over $ 200,000. 
The fire started in Baughman's sa ­ 
loon and swept the east side of Main 
street from the Big Four railroad to 
the city limits, leveling frame and 
brick business blocks as If they were 
paper. The flames then J umped across 
the street and swept it clean with the 
exception of the Carbon State bank, a 
new stone building. 
The high wind 
which prevailed fanned the flames and 
frame residences were licked up in 
five minutes. 
Among the buildings destroyed were 
eleven saloons, the Methodist Epis­ 
copal churcn, Kerr’s opera house, Red 
Men’s hall.
